WAIVES TRIAL 
BY JURY. ONLY 2 
WITNESSES HEARD 


Judge Rules After Brief 
Hearing That Defend- 
ant Acted Only as Law- 
yer — First Such Case 
Under Act. 


WASHINGTON, April 17 (UP) 
—Roger C. Slaughter, former 
Democratic Congressman from 
Missouri was found not guilty to- 
day of a charge that he violated 
the lobbyists registration law. 

United States District Judge 
Alexander Holtzoff ruled that 
Slaughter’s activities in behalf of 
several clients interested in Con- 
gressional legislation were not 
lobbying within the sense of the 
law and that, therefore, he was 
® |not required to register with 
+.’ Congress. 

Slaughter was defeated for re- 
nomination to Congress in 1946 
after President Truman conduct- 
ed a “purge” campaign against 

him in the primatfies. The win- 
ning Democrat, Enos Axtell, then 
t| lost to a Republican. 

The trial started this morning 
mej} and wound up in _ near-record 
gee time when Slaughter waived jury 
gee |trial and conceded major points 
t|of the prosecution’s case. 

Two Government Witnesses. 
The Government presented only 
two witnesses — Raymond J. 
Barnes, president of the North 
American Grain Association of 
New York, and Dillard Rogers, 
the House of Representatives 
clerk in charge of receiving regis- 
trations by lobbyists. 

With Barnes on the stand, 
Frank Patton, Justice Department 
attorney, introduced expense ac- 
counts and a record of a check 
for $7500 paid to Slaughter for 
attorney’s fees by the grain as- 
sociation. Rogers was.called to 
testify that* Slaughter had not 
registered as a lobbyist. 

The defense presented no wit- 
nesses. 

Defense attorney William E. 
Leahy contended that Slaughter’s 
activities before Congressional 
committees were covered by an 
exception. This exception, he 
said, states that registration pro- 
visions of the lobbyists law 
“shall not apply to any person 
who merely appears before a 
committee of the Congress in 
support of or opposition to legis- 
lation.” 

Slaughter’s Agreements. 

He said Slaughter’s agreements 
with his clients, expressly pro- 
vided he would act only as an at- 
torney and counsel and that he 
would make no personal contacts 
with or solicitation of individual 
members of Congress. 

Leahy readily conceded the 
Government’s’ statement __ that 
Slaughter had contracts with the 
Kansas City and Chicago Boards 
of Trade, the Minneapolis Grain 
Exchange and the North Ameri- 
can Grain Association, New York. 

But the Government contended 
that Sla.-ghter’s agreement, in 
one case, provided for a contin- 
gent fee of up to $15,000, depend- 
ing on results obtained. Govern- 
ment attorneys contended this 
established that Slaughter’s rela- 
tion with his clients was not the 
usual relationship of a counsel.

WASHINGTON, April 1.—The 
McFarland subcommittee consid- 
ering a bill to prohibit use of fed- 
erally regulated communication 
facilities for transmission of

Morphew’s Statement.

WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP) 
—The United States chided Rus- 
sia today for lack of “calmness 
and restraint” in dealing with 
the alleged clash of American |. 
and Russian planes. 

The criticism was in a formal 
announcement that the United 
States will delay its reply to Mos- 
cow’s note until all possible in- 
formation about the incident can 
be collected and “th: true facts 
determined by calm and _ thor- 
ough appraisal.” . 

The statement said: 

“This Government believes that 
this careful approach is the only 
proper one in an important and 
delicate matter of international 
relations and regrets that the So- 
viet Government has failed to 
show equal calmness and re- 
straint.” 

Reply Being Drafted. 

Russia protested last Tuesday 
that on April 8 an American plane 
of the B-29 type flew over Latvia. 
It said the plane fired on a Rus- 
sian’ plane and that the Russian 
aircraft returned the fire. 

The: American investigation has 
indicated that the only possible 
United States plane which could 
have been over Latvia was a Navy 
patrol plane, missing since April 
8 on a training flight. That plane 
was unarmed and had instructions 
to stay clear of Russian territory. 

Reporters were told at the State 
Department that the American 
reply to Moscow’s April 11 pro- 
test has reached the drafting 
stage. 

Michael J. McDermott, State 
Department press officer, said: 
“We have sufficient information 
to sit down and draft a note.” 

He told a questioner, however, 
that the department is not ready 
to say that the investigation is 
over yet. 


BRITISH SHIP FINDS 
CLUE TO U.S. PLANE 


COPENHAGEN, April 17 (UP) 
—Examination of a yellow life 
raft found by a British ship in 
the Baltic may provide a clue to 
the fate of 10 American airmen 
missing aboard a Navy Privateer 
patrol bomber. 

The raft, its bottled air supply 
exhausted and its supply pockets 
open and empty, was picked up 
by the British freighter Beech- 
land yesterday in the Baltie 45 
miles southeast of Stockholm. 
Stockholm is 300 miles northeast 
of Bornholm island where the 
search for the missing. plane had 
been concentrated earlier. The 
Swedish capital lies 200 miles 
northwest of Lepaya, Latvia, 
where the Russians reported an 
incident involving Russian planes 
and an American B-29. 

The British told United States 
air search headquarters here of 
the finding and said the Beech- 
land would dock at Kotka, Fin- 
land, later today. The raft will be 
placed under guard and flown 
immediately to Copenhagen for 
examination. 

Raft Used on Privateers.

KANSAS CITY, April 17—The 
United States grand jury investi-

ago. 

Both Binaggio. and Gargotta had 
testified several times and were 
scheduled to reappear today for 
further testimony. As the grand 
jurors assembled, they were dis- 
cussing the killing of the two wit- 
nesses, whose incomes presum- 
ably were under investigation.

The subcommittee heard as its 
first witness Attorney General / 
Howard McGrath, and Mayor 
Quigg Newton of Denver, presi- 
dent of the American Municipal 
Association, of which 10,000 cities 
are members. Newton also is 
chairman of the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s national crime conference 
held here in February at the re- 
quest of the American Municipal 
Association ‘and attended by 
Mayors, and other law enforce- 
ment officials, mostly from the 
larger cities. 

Both McGrath and Newton in- 
dorsed the bill before the sub- 
committee as an aid to local law 
enforcement authorities. Cross 
examination of the witness was 
left largely to Capehart, who 
seemed to be making two argu- 
ments against the bill, although.

Capehart’s Two Points. 

His first point was that there 
might well be federal legislation 
going further than this bill, out- 
lawing all race track gambling. 
His second point was that every 
mayor, chief of police and sheriff 
ought to know who are the or- 
ganized gamblers in his territory, 
and so should every policeman 
of the beat assigned to him. 

Why then, he asked, have these 
gamblers not been prosecuted un- 
der local laws? Was it a a 
of tolerance, or indeed of bribery, 
Capehart asked. 

Questioning McGrath, Capehart 
asked thim if the department 
knew of the existence of a na- 
tional crime and gambling syndi- 
cate. McGrath said he knew of 
no single crime and gambling 
syndicate which controlled such

WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP) 


—The Air Force said yesterday 
that the range of its Republic 
Thunderjet fighter (F-84) has 
been increased to the point where 
it can carry out most types of 
missions more than 1000 miles 
from base. : 

The increased operating radius 
is available for strafing missions, 
escorting bombers and hunting 
enemy fighters. On bombing. mis- 
sions, the Thunderjet’s radius re-. 
mains at about 850 miles. That 
is because the increase has been 
obtained by installing two addi- 
tional fuel tanks on bomb shackles 
beneath the wings. On bombing 
missions, these tanks would have 
to be taken off and bombs substi- 
tuted. 

The added fuel tanks have a 
cfpacity of 230 gallons each. The 
planes are already equipped with 
two 230-gallon wingtip tanks. 
Meanwhile, it was learned that 
the Department of Defense will 
announce soon that the Air Force 
is buying during this fiscal year 
about 1250 planes at a total 
equipped cost of. approximately 
$1,300,000,000. The information 
was obtained from department of- 
ficials who declined to be quoted 


The Air Force has indicated it 
is concentrating on such heavy 
bombers as the B-36 and the B-47, 
the latter a six-jet engin odel.

Judge Holtzoff ruled that “no 
evidence has been introduced” 
to show that Slaughter went fur- 
ther in behalf of his clients than 
to appear before Congressional 
committees, or to prepare state- 
ments for others who were to 
appear. Therefore, he said, he 
found him “not guilty.” a 

Slaughter was charged - with 
lobbying in connection with three” 
bills.

The nature of questions the op- 
posing lawyers asked prospective 
jurors indicated the case would 
cover a broad field and bring in 
prominent names if not the indi- 
viduals themselves. 

The prosecution wanted to 
‘know whether any jurors knew 
Gen. Vaughan or if any of their 
close friends or relatives knew 
him. None had, a personal ac- 
quaintanceship. 

The defense wanted to know 
whether any of the panel knew 
Senators McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, or Mundt (Rep.), South 
Dakota. 

Witness in Inquiry. 

A grand jury accused Maragon 
last January of lying four times 
about business connections and 
financial affairs. Maragon has 
pleaded not guilty. If convicted, 
he could be jailed for two to 10 
years on each count of the indict- 
ment—a maximum of 40 years.

Goldstein subpenaed Senator 
McCarthy as one of his witnes- 
ses.

presented freezers were Mrs. 
Bess Truman, wife of the Presi- 
dent; Fred M. Vinson, now Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court; 
John Snyder of St. Louis, now 
Secretary of the Treasury, and 
James K. Vardaman, a governor 
of the Federal Reserve Bank and 
a former St. Louisan. Snyder has 
denied accepting the gift and 
some of the other recipients sent 
the freezers back as improper 
gifts.

New Atlantic Group

PARIS, April -17 (UP)—In- 
formed sources said today that 
Premier Georges Bicault would 
Place before the American and 
British foreign ministers next 
month his proposal for a high At- 
lantie Council with economic as 
well as military powers. 

They said Bidault’s proposal, 
made in a speech at the Lyon 


International Fair yesterday, was 
a bid for stronger American lead- 
ership of and co-operation with 
the Western World. 

Informed sources said his plea 
for a high Council of the North 
Atlantic treaty nations to work 
for tighter economic, military and 
eventually political ties, was care- 
fully worked out by Foreign Of- 
fice experts. 

They began work on the plan 
shortly after the British elections, 
when it became evident that no 
change could be expected im- 
mediately in Britain’s “go slow” 
attitude toward closer European 
union, these sources said. 

Full American participation in 
an organization for building closer 
co-operation, particularly in the 
economic field, the French said, 
might induce Britain to move 
along more swiftly. 

The French Government was 
reported to be disappointed at the 
slow pace of progress toward 
European unity being accomp- 
lished by. the Organization for 
European Economic Co-operation 
and the Council of Europe. 

“ ,.I1 believe that it would be 
wise and opportune to create an 
Atlantic High Council, called 
upon to direct and orient the de- 
velopment of the (Atlantic) com- 
munity in two domains which are 
inseparable, that of defense and 
that of economy, with the hope of 
being able to add without too 
much delay the political domain,” 
Bidault said. 

The Premier said he had in- 
vited “all the interested coun- 
tries” to study the principle, the 
makeup and the powers of such 
a Council. Then he said: 

“Like our reasons, our inten- 
tions are clear: In order to dis- 
courage in advance all distortion 
in the interpretation, I propose 
that the definition of the object- 
tive be affirmed in the name it- 
self of the high Council and that 
it be called Atlantic High Coun- 
cil for Peace.”

WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP) 
—Over the bitter protests of two 
Justices, the Supreme Court re- 
fused today to upset Georgia’s 
county unit election system. 

Without disputing a lower 
court’s finding that the system 
gives rural white-supremacy areas’ 
of the state a louder voice than 
the cities with their Negro and 
organizéd labor voting blocs, the 
seven-man majority said simply 
lthe high court cannot intervene. 

But Justice Douglas, in a sting- 
ing dissent, concurred-in by Jus- 
tice Black, called the Georgia set- 
up the “last loophole” around pre- 
Vious decisions that “there must 
be no discrimination because of 
race in primary as well as in gen- 
era] elections.” 

Like Electoral College. ) 

The 33-year-old Georgia law in 
question is patterned somewhat 
after the national electoral col- 
lege, giving each county from two 
to six election units. It applies 
only in the primary, but in Geor- 
gia the Democratic primary is the 
only real contest. 

Actually, what the tribunal did 
today was to affirm a lower court 
decision which had had the effect 
of upholding the legality of the 
Georgia system. 

The majority opinion was un- 
signed. Ohly Douglas and Black 
dissented. | 

That meant the majority. was | 
composed of Chief Justice Vinson 
and Associate Justices Reed, 
Frankfurter, Jackson, Burton, 
Clark and Minton. 

Critics of the system call it a 
unique protector of rural politi- 
cal power in Georgia and an im- 

ortant factor in the entrenched 
orces of Gov. Herman Talmadge. 

Two Georgia voters, Benard 
South and Harold C. Fleming, 
had asked the Supreme Court to 
invalidate the system before the 
state Democratic primary is 
held in June. 

What Majority Said. 

The court’s majority opinion 
said: “Federal courts consistently 
refuse to exercise their equity

“It is said that the dilution 
of plaintiffs’ votes in the present 
case is justified because equality 
of voting is unnecessary in the 
nomination of United States Sen< 
ators. Thus it is pointed out that 
in some states nomination is by 
conventions. But that proves too 
much, 

“If that premise is allowed, 
them the whole ground is cut 
from under our primary cases 
(decided earlier), which have in- 
sisted that where there is voting 
there be equaiity.” 

Douglas added: “I suppose that 
if a state reduced the vote of Ne- 
groes, Catholics, or Jews so that 
each got only one-tenth of a vote, 
we would strike the law down.

But up to a late hour 
tonight fighting was still in prog- 
ress west of the island capital of 
Hoihow, the dispatches said. 

The Reds were reported to be 
under heavy attack by National- 
ist warplanes and ground forces. 

The Reds attempted the 10- 
mile overwater crossing from the 
mainland last night in more than 
200 junks, the account said. 

More than half of these were 
declared to have been sunk dur- 
ing the night by Nationalist war- 
ships. But some succeeded in 
landing on the island this morn- 
ing. 

The Communists have made a 
half-dozen previous ~ small at- 
tempts to invade Hainan, but have 
failed each time. They have 
vowed to take the Nationalist 
stronghold this year, and all re- 
ports have depicted them as pre- 
paring for a major efiort. Men- 
tion of 200 junks suggests that 
the current attempt might be the 
start of the big push, but details 
were lacking. 

The Reds’ staging area is the 
Luichow peninsula, which juts 
out from the south coast. Nation- 
alist warplanes have pounded the 
peninsula hard. They describe it 
as'a “bee-hive of military ac- 
tivity.” 

Red Leader Mao Tse-tung is re- 
ported to have set late June as 
the deadline for invasion of Hai- 
nan. Russian advisers are help- 
ing whip the invaders into fight- 
ing trim, the Nationalists say.

ings Upset Gamblers.

DENVER, April 17 — Denver 


area authorities, who have been 
unsuccessful in solving two gang- 
style murders since the Capone 
gambling syndicate invaded Colo- 
rado in 1947, were vitally inter- 


ested in learning why Charles 


Binaggio, Kansas City gang lead- 
er, made a “business trip” here a 
few weeks before he and his 
bodyguard, Charles Gargotta, 
were added to the list of gang 
murder victims. 

Binaggio was here ‘early in 
March and conferred with local 
hoodlums at a Glenarm place 
tavern in Denver and at a club 
in the Colorado Springs area. No 
one has been able to identify the 
Kansas City men with him, but 
one of the men he saw in Denver 
was “Dynamite Chris” Merkuri, 
ex-convict and “enforcer” for the 
notorious Smaldone mob. 

The Smaldone group is headed 
by two ex-convict brothers, Clyde 
and Eugene (Checkers) Smaldone. 
They became Colorado represen- 
tatives of the Capone syndicate 
when agents of Binaggio, Kansas 
City chief, infiltrated the terri- 
tory. 

Suspected in Killings. 

The Smaldones, associated with 
the Denver underworld since the 
bootleg area, were suspects in 
the killing of Mike (Fats) Falbo, 
gambler, in 1948, and of Harold 
(Murph) Coheg, former boxer and 
gambling figure, whose bound and 
weighted y was found in a 
lake near Golden, Colo., last 
Feb. 11. 

Merkuri, a 58-year-old Albanian 
who specializes in the use of 
dynamite, was arrested by Denver 
police after the killing of Binag- 
gio and Gargotta. He was released 
when he denied ever having heard 
of Binaggio. Merkuri has served 
two prison terms for arson and 
another for liquor conspiracy. 

Binaggio’s visit may have been 
prompted by the apprehension 
created among Colorado gamblers 
by the discovery of gambler Co- 
hen’s body. The murder upset the 
territory’s “status quo,” which is 
one of the syndicate’s main selling 
points. 

“Package Deal” Offered. 

The syndicate offers the gam- 
blers a protection “package deal,” 
which is supposed to ward off all 
harm, including raids by police 
authorities and interference by 
other hoodlums. In return, the 
syndicate receives a 50 per cent 

“cut” of the gambling house take. 
It is considered a very satiSfac- 
tory deal by the individual gam- 
bler, who is being constantly vic- 
timized by his own kind. 

Whoever wanted Cohen out of 
the way apparently strove to 
maintain the “status quo” because 
the body, weighted with railroad 
iron, was thrown into an artificial 
lake at an inaccessible spot. How- 
ever, the body stuck on a ledgé 
instead of going into deep water. 

When the Cohen story broke in 
the newspapers one local gambler 
shook his head _ sadly and de- 
clared: “This is going to blow 
everything wide open. Everybody 
is going to be in a lot of trouble 
before this is over.” 

Put Lid on Gambling. 

Gambling was shut tight as the 
investigation began. However, 
some spots in nearby Jefferson 
aid Adams counties have resumed 
this past week on a “sneak” basis 
as the gamblers feel their way 
around. 

The invasion by the syndicate 
began in the summer of 1947 and 
was led by a half dozen strangers, 
described by underworld sources 
as former associates of the late 
Arlie (Toad) Rayen, Kansas City 
gambling figure during the Pen- 
dergast regime. Some posed as 
bartenders and others as tourists. 
Their identifications were con- 
cealed behind aliases. 

Later the ranks of the invaders 
were swelled to larger numbers 
and the strangers were said to be 
from Chicago and St. Louis as 
well as Kansas City. It soon be- 
came known they were taking an 
“aggressive interest” in slot ma- 
chine operations in Montana, Wyo- 
ming, New Mexico and Nevada, 
as well as Colorado. 

Stabbed and Shot. 

The first serious violence after 
the invasion began was the am- 
bush murder of “Fats” Falbo in 
January 1948. His body was found 
in an automobile near Welby, just 
north of here. He had been 
stabbed twice and a bullet had 
been fired through his brain. 

Investigators learned that Falbo, 
a tough customer, had “roughed 
up” a Kansas City gambler in a 
barbuit game a short time before 
the murder. Barbuit is a fast- 
action dice game of Bulgarian 
origin, which is played extensively 
in this part of the country. 

Among those arrested for ques- 
tioning were the Smaldone broth- 
ers and a number of their associ- 
ates.

“Cold War” Breaks Out. 


A “cold war” between gamblers 
over territorial rights in the 
mountain resort areas near Den- 
ver developed a year ago as the 
syndicate expahded. The trouble 
was straightened out without a 
killing but some local gamblers 
became “jumpy” over develop- 
ments. | 

Then came the disappearance 
of Murph Cohen, the ex-pugilist 
-who parlayed his Army dice win- 
nings into a fair-sized gambling 
bankroll. He was last_seen alive 
Nov. 3. His wife found a note in 
which Cohen said he would be 
gone a fewsdays “to collect a 
debt.” 

However, several hours after 
Mrs. Cohen last saw her husband, 
Cohen told a friend he had been 
invited to a “special dinner” at 
which he was to be guest. Some 
of thé gambling fraternity recalled 
later that Joe Roma, Denver gan 
czar of the ’20s, was slain in 193 
just after attending a dinner in 
his honor. 

Reported in Many Places. 

It was significant that police, 
searching for a trace of Cohen, 
were flooded with anonymous tips 
about him being seeen in various 
parts of the world, including Ha- 
waii. Some one ‘apparently did 
not want it known Cohen had been 
killed. 

Then some boys sighted the 
body a couple of months ago. 
Cohen had been slugged, tied, 
weighted and thrown in the lake. 
An autopsy revealed he apparent- 
ly was alive when thrown into the

A rumor of friction between 
Italian and Jewish factions of the 
gambling fraternity developed 
during the investigation of Co- 
hen’s murder.

A spectacular fire of undeter- 
mined origin yesterday burned 
out the northern’ half of a two-

largely by large corporetions. 

Lucas, who introduced a bill in 
the Senate last Jan. 30 directing 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration to guarantee 90 per cent 
of the principal of private loans 
to small firms, said the measure 
Zives “management skills, past 
earnings and prospective earnings 
consideration ahead of collateral 
security.” 

“This is a departure from the 
normal lending requirement 
which places collateral security 
above every other consideration,” 
he pointed out, adding that he 
felt loans made on such a basis 
would involve ‘very little risk.” 

His bill also encourages pri- 
vate banks to extend the usual 
period in which a small business 
must repay a loan, he said. In 
the area of industrial advances, 
the Senate majority leader con- 
tinued, big business, “equipped 
with modern technical staffs and 
research laboratories,” has a

In the first quarter industrial 
activity increased, a natural result 
of the end of the coal strike and 
the upturn in steel production. 
And the President’s Council of 
Economic Advisers has decided 
that the outlook for the rest of 
1950 isn’t bad at all—with this 
reservation: Industrial expansion 
has not been rapid enough to ab- 
sorb the unemployed. Good busi- 
ness is becoming a habit. 


Wall Street Says Benediction. 

And Wall Street is pronouncing 
the benediction with higher stock 
prices. To be sure, not all shares 
are advancing. The blue chips— 
du Pont, General Motors, Eastman 
Kodak, most of the Standard Oils, 
and so on—lead the _ climb. 
They’re the stocks bought primar- 
ily by investment trust and mu- 
tual funds. Also in favor are the 
utilities, because they’re good 
earners during slumps, and the 
oil, natural gas, and chemical 
stocks, because they have “un- 
limited” growth possibilities. 
These last three are Wall Street’s 
latest fads. 

Wall Street’s enthusiasm is 
selective. Railroad shares are 
still in the doghouse. Ditto the 
more speculative issues. More- 
over, it’s a safe-and-sane mar- 
ket, with little of the Fourth-of- 
July, get-rich-quick-on-margin 
fever of 1929. Wall Street’s 
choosiness’ reflects business, 
itself. Prospects vary. The 
dominant characteristic of a 
boom, unanimity—everything 
going up at once—is missing. 

Standard & Poor’s Corp. fore- 
cast of corporate earnings for 
1950 bears this out. Out of 62 in- 
dustries analyzed, Standard & 
Poor’s figures that only 14 will 
show gains of 10 per cent or more 
this year over 1949.

Calls Business 
Outlook Strong 


Keyserling and Clark 
Give President 
Quarterly Eco- 
nomic Report. 


WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP). 
RESIDENT TRUMAN was ad- 
vised today that the business 
outlook for the next six 

months, is “very strong” despite 

the unemployment problem. 

The report came from Leon 
Keyserling, acting chairman of 
the President’s Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers. Keyserling called 
at the White House with John D. 
Clark, fellow member. They sub- 
mitted a confidential quarterly 
economic report to Truman. 

Keyserling told reporters later 
that while the report will not be 
made public the situation is “very 
strong.” 

“Whether you measure it by ine 
dustrial output, profits of busi- 
ness, sustained levels of consumer 
buying, automobile or steel pro- 
duction the outlook is very good,” 
Keyserling said. 

He added that March showed 
indications of “strengthened eco- 
nomic activity.” 

He said the country faces more 
unemployment because of a 
steadily rising labor force due 
to the increasing population. 

He added: “Unemployment 
levels are not critical or danger- 
ous but they are higher than they 
ought to be. We must strive for 
enough expansion and enough of 
new investment to reduce unem- 
ployment to lower levels and ab- 
sorb the constantly increasing la- 
bor force.” 

He said that the council, in its 
January report, forecast a strong 
period of economic activity for 
the first six months of the year. 

“We can now go further and 
say that the outlook for the next 
six months is even stronger than 
the outlook in January for the 
first half of the year.”

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Unmask the China Lobby! 

Alfred Kohiberg’s confirmation that he has 
been feeding material to Senator McCarthy is 

' strong new reason for a congressional investiga- 
tion of the China lobby in Washington. 

An investigation should not only go into all 
the activities of Mr. Kohlberg as president of 
thé American China Policy Association, and of 
William J. Goodwin, ex-Christian : Fronter, who 
has been a paid agent of the Kuomintang. It 
should also disclose the facts about the reports 
that Kuomintang agents have brought millions 
of dollars from China to Washington, hidden the 
money to escape taxes, and used it to corrupt 
important opinion and influence in the capital. 

Both Republicans and Democrats are said to 
have been the beneficiaries of Chinese National- 
ist generosity-with-a-purpose—generosity, inci- 
dentally, with money that came from American 
taxpayers in the first place. 

If investigation confirmed the reports, Joseph 
C. Harsch, chief of the Washington bureau of 
the Christian Science Monitor, writes, it might 
establish Senator McCarthy in a revealing light. 
It “conceivably might disclose that Senator Mc- 
Carthy is the unwitting victim of a group of men 

‘whose purpose has nothing to do with the wel- 
fare of the United States, but exclusively with 
obtaining more American dollars for a languish- 
ing political cause in general and themselves in 
particular.” 

It might disclose, specifically, that a foreign 
power could use American money and an Ameri- 
can Senator to launch an attack against the 
American State Department and confuse this 
country’s foreign policy, for the sole purpose of 
compelling the Government to agree to more 
millions for that foreign power when the Gov- 
ernment knows full well that it would be money 
thrown away. 

Just what is this China lobby? Let’s have it 
out into the light and take a good look at it. 
Mr. Goodwin is completely visible, being of a 
flamboyant temperament, but Mr. Kohlberg is 
hardly known to the millions of his fellow- 
Americans and the figures at whom Mr. Harsch 
hints have not even enough light upon them to 
throw shadowy figures on the national scene. 

Yet they and the other components of the 
China lobby can inspire attacks on the Depart- 
ment of State, on Secretary Acheson, on Owen 
Lattimore—while Republicans as highly placed 


as Senator Taft encourage it and hope to gain 


some partisan advantage from it. 

These are interesting and important people 
indeed. It is time they were introduced to the 
150,000,000 Americans in whose destiny they 
are determined to play so large a role. 
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Crown for Edelweiss? 

If your son wants to be a king, instead of a 
fireman or street-car conductor, talk him out 
of it. Now-a-days, a zoyal career is likely to be 
either a bore or an indignity, and no fit goal for 
the aspirations of a two-fisted, red-blooded 
youngster. 

Take the case of poor Leopold of the Belgians. 
There he sits in Switzerland, afraid to go 
home even if he did win an election by a margin 
rather bigger than those boasted by Harry Tru- 
man and Clement Attlee. Now he is pleading by 
long distance with the Parliament for an invita- 
tion. And he promises that, if he gets it, he will 
hand his crown over to his son. 

What has happened to the strong right of the 
Tudors, and the divine right of the Stewarts? 
Maybe a Plantagenet or a Merovingian had to 
be careful about what he said to a baron who 
had more men-at-arms in his castle than were 
in the royal army. But that was before kings 
had really learned their business. Even then,’ 
a Barbarossa would have made short work of an 
uppity vassal by bashing him on the head with 
a meat cleaver, chivalrously termed a battle ax. 

No, kings are not what they used to be. 
Either they stay at home, as in England, and 
thankfully accept a parliamentary cut in their 
pin money, or they write begging letters from 
Switzerland. But, on second thought, what’s so 
bad about ski-running and golfing in Switzer- 
land, the prettiest resort country in Europe? 
Maybe Leopold ought to be glad to trade a 
crown for an edelweiss in his hatband. 
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More Than Money 


President Truman has had particular difficul- 
ty in staffing the Atomic Energy Commission in 
his continued desperate struggle to find able 
Americans willing to take high posts‘in Govern- 
ment. Senator McMahon, of Connecticut, pro- 
poses to help by raising the pay of members 
of the commission to levels commensurate to 
that of Cabinet officers. 

Increasing salaries might indeed help, and for 
that reason Congress should consider the sug- 
gestion carefully. There is a good rule of thumb 
for it to follow in this, as in other questions of 
remuneration for top Government jobs. Con- 
gress should find a pay level high enough to 
make it possible for good men to accept the 
posts, yet low enough so that the salary in- 
volved does not become a major inducement 
to seeking the jobs. 

But Congress can help by other and less ex- 
pensive means than raising salaries. It can re- 
member the unjustified and relentless harrying 
of David E. Lilienthal, former chairman of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, and resolve not to 
use the pillorying of high Government officials 
as a means of winning votes. 
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Poor Timing Is Poor Policy 

The voters in the Yugoslav sector of Trieste 
-—the sun-drenched city that clambers from the 
placid Adriatic into the Dalmatian hills—yes- 
terday ran up a whopping endorsement of Mar- 
shal Tito. That was to be expected in any 
event, but American ineptitude gave it a good 
boost. Fortunately, this is not as alarming as 
it would have been only a few years ago when 
the city was regarded as the possible percus- 
sion cap of another war. There had been brushes 
with Yugoslav forces and American troops were 
actually in the field. 

The tension, of course, died down when Mar- 
shal Tito declared his independence of Moscow. 
In the last week or two, however, a lesser storm 


‘had blown up over the city, still divided into 


British-French-American and Yugoslav zones. 

Shortly before the Italian elections of 1948, 
the Western allies had—as a gesture in support 
of the non-Communists—proposed the return of 
the area to Italy. But since Tito’s meta- 
morphosis this plan has been pigeonholed. 

As a more expedient alternative, it was quiet- 
ly suggested that the disposition of the territory 
be arranged by agreement between Italy and 
Yugoslavia. The American Ambassador in Bel- 
grade, George V. Allen, actually intended to 
go to Rome to discuss a coming-together of the 
two. governments. 

The timing of this proposed mission, on the 
eve of the Yugoslav election, was most unfortu- 
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nate. Tito’s nationalistic campaigners imme- 
diately felt compelled to beat their chests and to 
assure the electorate that they were not under 
the American thumb. Italy’s foreign minister, 
Count Sforza, replied in the same tone. 

This is the kind of indiscretion which Ameri- 


can diplomats should avoid. The Italians are. 


definitely in our camp, and the Yugoslavs may 
be considered more or less on the way in. There 
is no immediate urgency about the settlement of 
the Trieste question. Even with the election 
out of the way, there need be no rush to stir 


up rivalries. . 
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Progress in the Air, Too 

St. Louis is in about the same position re- 
garding aviation today as the city faced regard- 
ing railroads 80 years ago. Whether St. Louis 
now keeps abreast of the air age is an essential 
decision toward our progress. 

In “The Economic Rivalry Between St. Louis 
and Chicago,” Wyatt Winton Belcher has de- 
scribed how St. Louis lost its position as the 
first city of the West when Chicago was quick- 
er to grasp the requirements of a railroad age. 
Today St. Louis is already well into a period 
of remarkable aviation growth. In 10 years ar- 
rivals and departures at Lambert Field increased 
1351 per cent. | 

Yet our metropolitan facilities for passenger 
freight and private aviation have increased no- 
where near that much. In the Progress or De- 
cay? series, David R. Wallin noted that St. 
Louis can count on about $11,600,000 for ‘air- 
port development. Where do we go from here? 


First, the city must speed up the expansion 
of Lambert Field. No decision has been made 
about locating the new Administration building 
there, and officials have expressed unnecessary 
doubts about building a third major runway. 

Second, the city has too long delayed in mak- 
ing some final conclusion about the use of 
Parks field, in Illinois near the downtown busi- 
ness district. Studies concerning the cost and 
availability of this site for passenger or freight 
use must be completed, for one major airport 
cannot serve St. Louis indefinitely. 


Third, more than two years have passed since 
the Governmental Research Institute proposed 


‘giving airport administration to a bi-state author- 


ity. That authority now exists, but the metro- 
politan area still has no co-ordinated airport ad- 
ministration. 

These decisions must be made soon. Ballas, a 
much smaller city, already handles as many air 
passengers as St. Louis. This city must not slip 
behind the jet-propelled progress of aviation be- 
cause of civic indecision. 
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Time in the Senate 

Sometime Time magazine might do a March 
of Time on the time Harry Cain has had with 
Time. The junior Senator from Washington, 
who was one of Time’s eight “most expendable,” 
bided his time for several weeks and then let 
Time have it for what must have been two or 
three hours of the upper chamber’s time, judg- 
ing by the columns of the Congressional Record. 

Senator Cain gave Time as good—or as bad 
—as he got from Time. Time called him “a 
garrulous lightweight,” whq engaged in “hammy 
theatrics.” Time said he put on a “low grade 
filibuster, a shabby show,” a “talkdown” that 
made Senators “itch to go home.” Senator Cain 
might be only “a noisy nonentity,” Time said, 
if he were not “the real estate lobby’s warmest 
friend.” 

The “tall, lean, friendly” Senator began grad- 
ually—with the innocent inquiry of his 12-year- 
old son Buzzie, as to the meaning of the word, 
“expendable.” But as time passed he was lay- 
ing out Henry R. Luce, T. S. Matthews and par- 
ticularly Frank McNaughton, Washington corre- 
spondent of Time, who took pride in the expend- 
able list. His particular scores against the jour- 
halist from Westboro, Mo.; were that Mr. Mce 
Naughton stopped short of getting a degree after 
attending the University of Missouri for three 
years, that he has been a somewhat indifferent 
voter, that he has never visited Europe. But 
Senator Cain’s climactic complaint against the 
Time correspondent was that, though born in 
1906, he was not in uniform in World War H 
and “while he has undoubtedly encouraged oth- 
er men to die,” he has “never lived broadly or 
heard a shot fired in anger.” 

Whereupon Senator Cain said the time had 
come to do some name calling from the Senate 
floor. So he called Time’s reporter a ‘“‘t-i-m-e- 
b-r-a-t,” spelled out letter at a time, and con- 
demned his “ulcerous, untravelled pen.” Then 
for good measure the Senator polished off his 
critic as “smug, self-centered, vain and frus- 
trated.” With that he took a shot at Time’s 
overseas publishing subsidies, quoted Emerson, 
recommended that-Time banish the word, “‘ex- 
pendable” and returned to Buzzie and Webster’s 
Collegiate Dictionary. : 

That was where the Senate came in—that is, 
those members who had not long since left. 
What a time!

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| Two and a Half Months to Go 


National rent controls may expire June 30, 
yet Congress dawdles, and here in Missouri Gov. 
Smith dawdles. The protection of tenants 
against exorbitant rents has become a project in 
buck-passing. 

Who is going to act? Thousands who rent 
homes in St. Louis, millions of tenants across 
the nation, have only two and a half months fo 
answer that question. 

The National Association of Real Estate 
Boards is leading a powerful lobbying drive 
against rent controls in Washington. Congress- 
man Karsten reports that the control law may 
not be extended. It seems incredible that Con- 
gress could forget the persistent housing 
shortage. 

Gov. Smith has been urged, by Mr. Karsten 
and others, to push a state rent control law. But 
while the Governor admits failure to extend fed- 
eral controls would mean “chaos,” he doubts 
whether Missouri could pass an effective law. 
That is an absurd excuse for doing nothing. 

If nobody else acts, Mayor Darst promises St. 
Louis to ask for a rent control ordinance. The 
Mayor is one public official who, even though a 
real estate executive himself, has stood up 
against the realty lobby and called its demands 
insincere. | 

What the lobby obviously wants is an oppor- 
tunity to increase rents, though the lobbyists 
sometimes deny that. And where rent controls 
have been removed, rents have increased. That 
is why most of the urban population of the 
country remains under rent control. 

Time is so short now that the only hope of any 
future rent control lies in pushing legislation in 
the cities, state, capitals and Congress itself. The 
issue is one more urgent reason for Gov. Smith 
to call a special session of the Legislature.

It was to be expected that Senator Wil- 
liam Benton, in his first speech in the Sen- 
ate, should return to a theme he has de- 
veloped before many other audiences. No 
American has worked harder and more 
consistently in the cause of world free- 
dom of information than the new Senator 
from Connecticut. 


As Assistant Secretary of State, he re- 
organized and expanded the Department of 
Public Affairs—too 
much so for Con- 
gress, which cut the 
proposed appropria- 
tion last year, but 
not enough to raise 
the Voice of America 
above a whisper. 


As head of the 
American delegation 
at the United Na- 
tions Conference on 
Freedom of the Press 
at Geneva and at § William Benton 
various Unesco conferences, at home and 
abroad, he argued vigorously that, since 
the present contest is in essence a strug- 
gle for the minds and loyalties of men, 


‘the first task of democracy is to launch a 


‘world-wide barrage of ideas that will break 
through and overpass barriers and reach 
people everywhere. 

Senator Benton pleaded for a Marshall 
plan in the field of ideas to close a men- 
tal gap between ourselves and the rest of 
the world that is even more dangerous 
than the dollar gap because it is through 
this gap that Communism, “which began 
as propaganda, survived more than half a 
century as propaganda” and exalts propa- 
gandists as its greatest heroes, pours its 


' stream of poison into the minds and emo- 


tions of mankind. 

Backed by 10 of his colleagues from 
both sides of the aisle, Mr. Benton pro- 
posed a six-point resolution for a program 


commensurate with the need and the stakes 
involved. “Fortunately, we have on our 
side a priceless asset,” he said, “we have 
no need to lie.” 


Increasing pressure for freedom of the 
press was first on the list, not because 
there is any chance of this in Soviet-dom- 
inated countries, but to rally wavering na- 
tions, for the distressing fact, as the Sena- 
tor pointed out and as the growth of cen- 
sorship and state interference with inde- 
pendent newspapers too clearly confirms, 
is that freedom of the press even this side 
of the Iron Curtain is more restricted to- 
day than at any other time in this century. 

Mr. Benton called upon Congress to 
take a constructive role in the making of 
foreign policy by aiding and counseling the 
State Department in its efforts to take 
world leadership. There is much to be 
said for the view that there is effective 
work for the Senate in the neglected and 
crucial area the Senator from Connecticut 
describes. 


While it takes two parties to make an 
agreement, it is true that it takes only 
one to do something intelligent about lack 
of agreement. Our policy is to produce 
“strength at points of weakness,” Secre- 
tary Acheson declares, and one point of 
weakness is certainly the failure to counter 
Soviet propaganda with our own. 


It is not by accident that our most suc- 
cessful enterprise to date is the Marshall 
plan, primarily because it is positive, imag- 
inative, a challenge rather than a reaction, 
a challenge the Communists cannot meet. 
We have the greatest idea in the world 
to “sell” to people held in slavery—the 
idea of freedom—and the most alluring 
promise to offer—the promise of national 
independence and a decent living standard. 

It is to be hoped that the Senate will 
turn from some of its minor preoccupa- 
tions to debate the constructive program 
Mr. Benton proposes. 


On the Origin of “Cocktails”

Cocktail: This name for a mixed ome 
supposed to enhance the appetite, may eas- 
ily be the most famous word in the Amer- 
ican language. It has become interna- 
tional in use, and will certainly be includ- 
ed in any jargon that the United Nations 
or successor conclaves invent or indorse 
as the speech of universal brotherhood. It 
has taken command of social customs; it 
has influenced the signing of treaties, pacts 
and other diplomatic papers; and its trail 
can be traced even into the austere pro- 
fession of architecture, which now profits 
greatly from the designing of better and 
brighter cocktail lounges. 

The word is clearly American, although 
England and France have feebly tried to 
claim the honor. It seems to have become 
current during or shortly after the Revo- 
lutionary War. The first finding in print 
by the Dictionary of American English is 
dated 1806. Washington Irving used it in 
his “Knickerbocker History” in 1809. 

Then, as now, it was used for a drink 
of diluted spirits flavored with bitters. Cer- 
tain dreamers have suggested that the 
name might have been influenced by the 
feather in Yankee Doodle’s cap, which

In 
our opinion, “‘cock-ale” was a myth of the 
London underworld, known only to sailors 
with delirium tremens.

The Mysterious Stranger 


THE OUTLANDER, by Germaine Guevremont. 
tlesey House, 290 pgs., $3.) 

When a stranger entered the home of 
Didace Beauchemin, a widower living with 
his son and daughter, he changed all of 
their lives. His mysterious past, his phys- 
ical good looks, his originality, and gen- 
eral efficiency, charmed everyone. The 
women of the village admired him and 
the men were jealous of him. His humil- 
ity and kindness affected everyone who 
knew him. And when he left, sadness fell 
upon the home of Didace and upon his 
village. But the people never forgot the 
stranger, so great was the tenderness and 
knowledge he imparted to their village. 


“The Outlander,” isn’t an easy novel to 
judge by any standards. Very little French 
Canadian literature reaches the United 
States. What little we do read seems to 
come from a semicolonial era. It reminds 
us of early American frontier work. “The 
Outlander,” however, 
is a novel of first rate 
importance. 

The book has none 
of the tricks of the 
modern novel. There 
are no psychological 
undertones, nor are 
there any of the 
machinations of sex 
and the sordidness 
that are often found 
in today’s novels. 
The language is di- 
rect, but not coarse. 
The plot is simple 
with none of the 
favorite tricks of 
manipulation of time so often used to- 
day. The plot concerns itself merely 
with birth, death, the family, and the peo- 
ple of. a small French Canadian village. 
Its real sensitivity lies in its appreciation 
of nature and its relationship to the peo- 
ple. 

The author, Germaine Guevremont, is a 
fine writer in the best sense. She de- 
lineates the lives of her Canadian villagers 
without sophistication or artifice. She 
writes’ sympathetically and clearly. She 
uses subtlety too in providing a backdrop 
that sets off each of her characters sharp- 
ly. She writes of humble people who bow 
to eternal laws. They are attuned to na- 
ture, and the author’s own perceptiveness 
evokes a keen understanding of life even 


in sadness and tragedy.

Next year, Mylonas will go back to Greece for his sabbatical 
year to join his pick-and-shovel crew.

Eloise Wells Polk, the youthful 
St. Louis pianist who has made 
several appearances before local 
audiences in the last few years, 
gave a recital yesterday afternoon 
at the Wednesday Club. The occa-

and the auditorium was filled 
virtually to its capacity. 

Miss Polk undertook a program 
that would have taxed the in- 
terpretative insight of a veteran 
performer and carried through in 
a manner that denoted a high de- 
gree of musical cultivation. Her 
poise and freedom reflected her 
assured technical control. 

- In Bath’s “Italian” concerto her 
treatment of the first and third 
movements was fluent, graceful 
and transparent; both were plau- 
sible, valid statements. The an- 
dante apparently impressed her 
as a serene meditation and not 
too consequential; a longer ex- 
perience with it may convince her 
that it can express a concentra- 
tion of profound feeling. 
Beethoven’s two-movement So- 
nata in F Sharp (Opus 78) was 
transmitted with gratifying deli- 
cacy, brought out through close 
shading, clearly marked accents 
and a rhythmic impulse that was 
vital without being convulsive. It 
is true that aecording to the dy- 
namic indications in the score, 
Beethoven flexed his muscles oc- 
casionally here as elsewhere. But 
tension and explosiveness would 
compromise the essential charac- 
ter of the first movement. Miss 
Polk made it lyrical but preserved 
its slight but definite gravity. 
The Brahms “Variations and 
Fugue” on a theme by Handel 
were sO managed as to hold one’s 
interest despite its discursiveness. 
Bartok’s suite, Opus 14, went well, 
but it has little of the penetra- 
tion and originality of later works. 
She played three pieces by Max 
Reger with great poetic charm, 
and closed with Chopin’s “‘Taran- 
telle,” and the Ballade, Opus 47. 
It was a relief to hear a definite 
Chopin coloring produced without 
excessive rubato. But Miss Polk 
took both of them a little too fast 
for clean articulation and didn’t 
respond to the climactic passages 
of the Ballade with enough 
breadth and tonal depth.

Awards of Guggenheim Fellow- 
ships for study and research 
overseas have been made to three 
members of the Washington Uni- 
“sor ath faculty, it was announced 


ay. 
Recipients are Edgar Anderson, 
professor of botany in the univer- 
sity’s Shaw School of Botany; 
Dietrich Gerhard, professor-elect 
of history; and Sergius Mamay 
of Akron, O., who is a graduate 
assistant in botany. 
They were among 158 Ameri- 
can and Canadian scholars and 
artists who have been granted a 
total of $500,000 by the founda- 
tion, established in 1925 by the 
late United States Senator Simon 
Guggenheim and Mrs, Guggen- 
heim, as a memorial to their son, 
John Simon Guggenheim, who 
died in 1922. 
Anderson, who lives at 4059 
Flora place and also is geneticist 
at Missouri Botanical Garden, 
will study the origin and develop- 
ment of cultivated plants in the 
New World. An authority on the 
history of the corn plant, he will 
establish a small experiment plot 
in Honduras and will supervise 
the project, which is designed to 
integrate the research of several 
other botanists. His award covers 
three years of research. 

His Second Award. 
This is the second Guggenheim 
awarded to Anderson, the author 
of many research papers on the 
subjects of taxonomy and the ori- 
gin of species. He received his 
first award in 1943 for a research 
project on corn plants. During 
1929-30, he was a National Re- 
Search Council fellow and 
studied at John Innes Horticul- 
tural Institution in London, Ex- 
cept for the period 1931-35, when 
he was a lecturer at the Arnold 
Arboretum, Harvard University, 


Anderson has been connected 
with Missouri Botanical Garden 
od Washington University since 
1922. 

Gerhard’s project will be the 
preparation of a book on the 
stabilizing forces in European 
history from the Twelfth to the 
Nineteenth Centuries, work he 
plans to do in Europe and the 
Near East beginning in June 1951. 

The university said his work 
will be a comparative study of 
institutions and society of the 
various. European countries in 
the centuries before the French 
and industrial revolutions.

For years when Harold Ickes 
was Secretary of Interior he stood 
like the Dutch boy with his finger 
in the hole in the dike resisting 
McCarran. When Ickes went out 
and Julius Krug succeeded him, 
the persistent Senator from Ne- 
vada thought his opportunity had 
come.

But Krug took the same stand 
as Ickes. In a letter written a 
year ago to chairman Joseph C. 
O’Mahoney of the Interior and 
Insular Affairs committee, Krug 
explained his opposition to Mc- 
Carran’s perennial bil! to give 
the lands to the white settlers. 

Krug pointed to five separate 
cases in which federal courts 
had rendered decisions making it 
“clear that the legal rights of the 
Indians to the lands involved in 
S. 17 (the McCarran bill) are 
paramount to the rights .of the 
settlers and that a gross injustice 
would be perpetrated upon the 
Indians if they should now be 
deprived of the lands.” 

“Furthermore,” Krug _ wrote, 
“the enactment of the bill would 
infringe the solemn guarantee 
against the alienation of tribal 
property without tribal consent 
contained in the Indian Reorgan- 
ization Act of June 18, 1934, and 
repeated in the constitution and 
charter granted to the Pyramid 
Lake Paiute tribe in accordance 
with that act.” : 

McCarran insists, in spite of 
these opinions, that the Indians 
never owned the lands and that 
they have always belonged to 
white settlers. He talks about his 
boyhood in the Pyramid Lake 
region and his intimate knowl- 


edge of land ownership. 
One of the claimants is a large 


—_—_—— 


ranching and livestock company. 
The others are prosperous ranch- 
ers. They have for years had 
illegal possession of the lands 
which they have operated in con-. 
nection with other tracts to 
which they have clear title. 

At McCarran’s suggestion, evie- 
tion of the white settlers was 
postponed and they were per- 
mitted to lease the lands at issue 
for a brief period. Because it is 
difficult or impossible to operate 
separately the tracts -legally 
owned by the settlers, the In- 
terior Department came up with 
the proposal that the Govern- 
ment buy these lands and add 
them to the Indian reservation. 
But the ranchers. demanded 
prices far in excess of appraised 
values and the idea was dropped. 


For the Sake of Votes? 


Once again McCarran’s peren- 
nial bill is on the Senate calen- 
dar. But it is believed to have 
little chance of passage. 

McCarran is up for re-election 
this year and he is naturally in- 
terested in winning the favor of 
as many voters as possible in the 
big empty state he represents. 
Mining and ranching are the two 
most powerful interests and Mc- 
Carran has served them both 
very well. 

Gambling is a close third. If 
the forthcoming Senate investi- 
gation into crime really gets 
down to bedrock, those who 
know say. that some interesting 
connections will be revealed be- 
tween the wide open gambling in 
Nevada and the national syndi- 
cate that spends so lavishly to 
corrupt public officials. 


McCarran’s Self-Esteem. 


In the presidential election of 
1948, 62,117 ballots were cast in 
Nevada, 31,291 for Truman and 
29,357 for Dewey. In the Twenty- 
second Election District in Ohio 


‘alone, perhaps the largest in the 


country today, 356,489 voters went 
to the polls in °48. 

At one point in his career, Mc- 
Carran was reported to be anxious 
for a federal judgeship. His re- 
election to the Senate was in 
doubt. But the judgeship did not 
materialize and McCarran did win 
the election. There is little doubt 
but that he will be returned 
again this fall. 

The escalator of seniority has 
carried him to the lofty position 
of chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee and to certain power- 
ful subcommittee chairmanships. 
It’s not surprising that he per- 
sists in thinking that he, Pat Mc- 
Carran, can singlehandedly get 
‘the Paiutes off the reservation 
and keep the displaced persons 
out of the country.

Revue” on Easter Sunday, was an historic 
Occasion for a number of reasons. Hope was

BOB HOPE eee $40,000 cut was $40,000, 
AS HIS CUT. also a record. 

In the light of these impressive figures and 
facts, t Hope debut fell rather seriously 
short of expectations. However, if you looked 
on it simply as an hour and a half of entertain- 
ment at the tailend of Easter, it was very 
pleasant, tuneful, and engaging. And Frigidaire, 
which picked up that monstrous tab, may even 
have got its money’s worth. N.B.C., which ad- 
vertised the show far and wide, feels that Hope 
may well have attractetl the largest audience 
ever to witness a television show. 


* * * 

BESIDES THE GREAT MAN himself, “Star 
Spangled Revue” offered, as its stellar attrac- 
tions, Beatrice Lillie. Dinah Shore, and Douglas 
Fairbanks, as its lesser attractions, Hal LeRoy, 
the Mexico City Boys Choir, a boogie-woogie 
pianist and a lot of decorative ladies. And as 
its prime drawback, the price of admission, it 
subjected the audience to the interiors and ex- 
teriors of more refrigerators, washing machines, 
toves and mangles than I like to think about. 

it was a curiously subdued, almost apologetic 
Hope who appeared at the outset, attired in 
cutaway and Ascot tie, to venture the first joke. 
(“This is what Grover Whalen wears to bed. A 
lot of performers have died in television and 
if that happens to me I want to be ready for 
it."") Hope’s pace was, by comparison with the 
radio Hope, languid. At one point he confided 
that he had been advised to be more casual and 
relaxed than in radio and, throughout the show, 
Hope appeared to be trying to find some middle 
ground between movie technique and radioto 
discover, in short, what television consisted of 
exactly. He never quite succeeded, and it seems 
obvious that he has a lot to learn from such 
lesser though far more television-experienced 
comedians as Sid Caesar. 


* * 

IT WAS A PRETTY GOOD show, all told, 
though hardly an inspired one. Miss Lillie sang 
about “Paree” with her usual sprightly mockery; 
she also did her “two dozen double damask din- 
ner napkins” routine, which is getting a little 
threadbare. Dinah Shore sang “I Didn’t Know 
What Time It Was” in her throaty and highly 
skilled voice. Mr. Fairbanks exhibited an attrac- 
tive smile, faultlessly cut clothes, a superbly 
modulated voice and very little else. Mr. 
LeRoy, a great technician with virtually no 
imagination, did the same tap dances he has done 
on a number of other TV shows. 

And Mr. Hope? Well, besides jokes and in- 
troductions—which he kept mercifully brief— 
he appeared in a couple of sketches and one 
song number with Miss Shore. In one sketch, 
during which he was dragooned into television 
by N.B.C., a lot of jokes about the C.B.S.-N.B.C. 
feud flew about, not very effectively. Another 
was a British version of Hopalong Cassidy, with 
Hope appearing as Dragalong Cavendish. The 
British version of anything from detective stories 
to bedroom comedy is a very tired idea that has 
outlived its welcome even in radio, that old 
thing. It had best be retired. 


* * * 

THE SHORE-HOPE ROUTINE which pur- 
ported to show how the song “Baby It’s Cold 
Outside” got started, could have been very cute 
indeed but, like the rest of the show, seemed to 
betray a lack of rehearsal, or, perhaps, a lack of 
interest. Hope, I ought to point out, was some- 
what hampered in rehearsals by a slowdown of 
technicians. However, when more rehearsal 
Was suggested, he waved it aside with the ob- 
servation: “Not at these prices.” ($40,000, by 
Hope’s standards, is grapenuts.) This airy atti- 
tude toward a potentially great medium will do 
him no good. 

Just the same, Hope is a great, veteran enter- 
tainer and he came across as a very appealing 
figure. He needs better material. He needs 
more rehearsal. He needs more experience in 
this medium. However. the theory, widely preva- 
lent in Hollywood, that its great movie and radio 
names can simply move in on television when- 
ever they feel the price is right is not being 
borne out by the facts. 

This is the first of five equally pretentious 
shows that Hope will do on television this year. 
The others will be on July 4, Labor day, 
Thanksgiving and Christmas.

Fix It Yourself

HERE comes the time when a 
T plaster wall gets into such sor- 

ry shape that neither paper 
nor paint will even begin to hide 
the scars of long years of service. 
There are several remedies you 
can use here depending on just 
_ bad off the wall happens to 
e. 

For example, it’s often possible 
to cover the damage with light 
weight decorator’s felt. This goes 
right over the plaster and serves 
as base for wallpaper. When a 
wall is too far gone for this treat- 
ment, then you can turn to some 
sort of wallboard or plywood. 
Either of these products can be 
applied directly over the old plas- 
ter if the plaster is still firmly at- 
tached to the lath. If it’s falling 
off in big hunks, it’s naturally 
wiser to take it all off and apply 
— wall material right to the 
ath. 

Old plaster walls that are un- 
even can be leveled off with strips 
of wood. The new wall material 
can then be tacked to these strips. 

It’s important when resurfacing 
a wall to make sure that the new 
wall material is nailed to the stud- 
ding in back of the *old plaster 
and lath and not just to the old 
plaster. Plaster, as most every- 
one knows, does not have much 
holding power when it comes to 
nails.

Be sure that the paint you use 
has been adequately mised so 
that it is of uniform texture with- 
out any lumps of pigment floating 
around. Also be sure that you 
use only first grade thinners such 
as linseed oil and turpentine. Be 
very careful about substitute thin- 
ners because some are quite capa- 
ble of ruining the best of paints. 


Patience and low heat make 
good hashed browned potatoes; 
turn the diced, cooked potatoes 
into a very hot frying pan and 
press down firmly. Lower heat 
and leave potatoes undisturbed 
for about 20 minutes.

Playing Canasta to Win | 


By Albert H. Morehead 


HREE-HAND canasta (which 

its devotees say is the best 

form of the game) is a cut- 
throat game. There is nothing 
unusual ig this; in the language 
of games, “cut-throat” and “three- 
handed” are virtually synonyms. 
But it is something for the player 
accustomed to partnership play to 
keep in mind when he finds him- 
self in a three-hand canasta 
game. 

For example, in three-hand ¢a- 
nasta you don’t spoil your own 
hand for the purpose of making 
safe discards. Suppose you_hold: 


You need 120, and obviously you 
can’t meld it without reducing 
yourself to one card, which is 
usually poor policy in any canasta 
game. There are enough cards in 
the discard pile to make it valu- 
able. Your jack is a “loose” card 
—for all you know your left-hand 
opponent, who has the right to 
pick up your discards, can use it. 
You draw a fourth six. 

In partnership play you would 
save that dangerous jack rather 
than discard it, and would discard 
one of your three sevens, But in 
three-hand play you throw the 
jack. Why weaken your hand by 
breaking up a set that you may be 
able to meld later? When you 
thwart your left-hand opponent, 
it usually works out to the advan- 
tage of your right-hand opponent, 
but not to your advantage. Ina 
cut-throat game, you must hate 
everybody except yourself. 

The policy in three-hand play is 


this: Play to build up your own 
hand. Play to make as many canas- 
tas as you can, and go out when- 
ever it appears that someone else 
is about to make a big score. 

Question: The law says you may 
not draw from the stock, catch a 
red trey, then switch and take the 
pack. But what if you draw from 
the stock to replace a red trey that 
was dealt to you; may you then 
take the pack on the same turn? 

Answer: Yes. The draw to re- 
place a red trey is actually a part 
of completing the deal. Replace-. 
ment is postponed until your turn 
comes in order to avoid confusion 
or dispute over who gets the top 
card of the stock. Your first turn 
doesn’t really begin until after 
your replacement draw. But you 
may do. this only on your first 
turn and only to replacé a dealt* 
red three. You may not switch if 
you draw the red three from the 
stock, or if you belatedly discover 
the red three at a later turn. 


Question: In making the ini- 
tial meld, may you use more than 
one wild card in the same rank? 
I, have heard the rule, one wild 
card with three, two with five, 
three with seven. 

Answer: You may make any 
meld that includes at least two 
natural cards and not more than 
three wild cards in the same 
rank. And of course you may 


make the count in as many ranks | 


as you choose. 


Question: Are you permitted 
a discard on your last turn if you 
have melded black threes, or must 
you be able to go out without dis- 
carding? 

Answer: Melding black threes 
on your last turn does not affect 
your right to complete that turn 
by discarding your last card.

and quantity. For the latter rea- 
son, I went supperless on the 
plane which brought me back to 
New York. Now, in regard to 
the food which was eaten, it is 
always an epicurean experience 
to dine with Corinne Dunbar. 
Only 45 persons who reserve be- 
orehand can enjoy lunch or din- 

r which features Creole home 
specialties served delightfully. 
Among these were crab bouillon 
and oysters with artichokes in 
wine sauce, Dinner at Antoine’s 
in the Rex room usually sacred 
to the former kings of the carni- 
val, featured oysters Rockefeller, 
crayfish bisque, baked guinea hen, 
souffled potatoes, broccoli with 
hollandaise and flaming Louisi- 
ana strawberries over ice cream. 

At luncheon at Galatoires, we 
chose shrimps remoulade which 
turned out to be small river 
shrimp dressed with a  hollan- 
daise sauce flavored with fresh 
tarragon. Parsley could be used. 
We were tempted by a dessert 
called prince’s cup served in old- 
fashioned glasses containing fresh 
fruit in Cointreau or port wine 
topped with vanilla ice cream. I 
was sorry not to be able to ac- 
cept invitations from Vieux Carre, 
a new restaurant in an old spot, 
and from Broussard’s—but there 
just wasn’t enough time. 

A breakfast at La Fitte, which 
was really’ a brunch, offered 
among other things, chicken with 
mushrooms and chicken livers in 
wine and an onion omelet gar- 
nished with broiled bacon and 
frizled ham. Sazerac cocktail, 
gin fizz and fine vintage wines 
introduced or accompanied every 
meal except breakfast during our 
stay. We left replete, as you can 
well see. 

Onion Omelet. 

For a six-egg omelet, saute six 
peeled and sliced sweet onions in 
butter. Fold into egg mixture 
before cooking. Serve surround- 
ed by bacon curls or frizzled ham. 

Shrimps Raviogote. 

Arrange shelled cooked shrimp, 
which have been cooked in herb- 
flavored water, on slice of but- 
tered toast. Cover with hollan- 
daise sauce into which minced 
Fresh 
tarragon may replace the parsley 
in season, or chives could be used.

Rambling Among Words. 


HE Latin word urbs meant 
T originally “a city enclosed by 

walls or palisades.”.. From 
urbs ‘came urbanus, “of or per- 
taining to a city;” hence, “re- 
fined, polished, cultured.” 

Urbanus entered English as 
urban, meaning “pertaining to or 
characteristic of a city.” This is 
the source of the word urbane, 
meaning “polished, suave, citi- 
fied,” pronounced“ ur-BAIN. The 
noun urbanity, meaning “polite- 
ness, sauvity,” is pronounced: ur- 
BAN-i-tee. 

Now let us return to the word 
urban, from our original stem 
urbs. Combined with the prefix 
sub, “under, inferior, subordinate 
to,” we find urban in the word 
surburban, “the suburbs” (sub- 
plus urbs). 

The prefix inter means “be- 
tween.” Therefore, an electric 
railway system operating ‘between 
two or more cities is called an 
interurban. 

Now let us use the suffix—ite, 
“a native of or dweller in,” and 
form two more words with urban: 
The first is urbanfte, “one who 
lives in a city;”’ the second is 
suburbanite, “one who lives in 
the suburbs.” 

The name Texas is a respelling 
of Tejas, an Indian word thought 
to mean “friendly people.” Other 
variants of the spelling are Teyas 
and Techas. 

The adjectwe Texian was more 
or less current when Texas was 
admitted to the Union. It be- 
came obsolete at about the time 
of the Civil War. Texian does 
not occur in modern usage, Texan 
being the proper form. 

It is interesting to note that in 
Texas the word Texan is a noun, 
and is used only for a native or 
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inhabitant of the state. One 
never speaks of “Texan cattle, 
Texan oil, Texan people,” etc. 
The correct adjective is Texas, 
as, Texas cattle, Texas oil, Texas 
people, etc. 

On the other hand, the term 
Mexican designates a native of 
Mexico, and is also an adjective 
meaning “‘of or pertaining to Mex- 
ico,” as Mexican cattle, Mexican 
oil, Mexican people. Thus it is 
correct to speak of the Texas- 
Mexican border and never the 
“Texan-Mexican border.”

Ji: many of our school systems we now have medical exam-

inations by a school nurse, and sometimes a psychiatrist and 

a psychologist lend their aid. Any child that the teacher 
finds in need of help is examined and the findings set down 
on his record card. That is all to the good. What next? 
What is done about these findings? What help does the child 
in question get in consequence of the tests and examinations? 
Here is a very expensive organization. Skilled professional 
people, much time, much money, all in the service of a needy 
child. What comes out of it? Too often just a mark on a 


card.

TOBY IS A CHUBBY, bright-looking child but he doesn’t 
learn. His teacher sends a note to the nurse: Toby has ade- 
noids. The nurse makes a note and an appointment with the 
school doctor. He looks at Toby and says, “Adenoids,” and 
puts a notation on Toby’s card. The nurse goes to see Toby's 
mother who says, “Yes, Toby has adenoids.” Do those ade- 
noids come out?. Maybe yes, maybe no. Many, many times 
the adenoids rest where they are in Toby’s nose and in that 
mark on the card. é 

Jesse is a dull boy, no doubt about it. The teacher writes 
a note to the psychologist saying, ‘Jesse is retarded two years; 
verbal memory poor; vision 16-20; speech defect; carious teeth; 
all reactions slow. Should in my opinion have medical atten- 
tion and be placed in a remedial group without delay.”

THE PSYCHOLOGIST ‘READS the note; examines Jesse; 
writes his report elaborating the teacher’s somewhat but add- 
ing nothing new. Recommends medical care and the remedial 
class. Anything happen to Jesse? Not much. You see there 
happens to be no remedial class to which he can go, or the 
one that might be available is full; Jesse’s mother has other 
children and she cannot take him to the clinic for speech 
training. But there are the marks on the card. Everybody 
concerned has done his duty but nobody took up where the 
specialist left off. 

That means great waste all along the line. The P.T.A. 
could be of great service here. They could help to get the 
children who need medical care, dental service, speech train- 
ing, visual aids, hearing aids, to where they can get the help 
they need. As things stand many children carry their defects 
through elementary school up to the time of graduation. Then 
some of them are forced to get their defects under treatment 
late, much too late. e 

The facilities intended to ajd defective children should be 
made to function.

HAVE just received tangible 
| proos that the United Nations 

really begins to mean some- 
thing to people all over this coun- 
try. From the northwest head- 
quarters of the American Associ- 
ation for the United Nations, a 
letter has come telling me that 
they are planning to build up in 
the Northwest a committee of 
5000 women to sponsor the fifth 
anniversary of the United Na- 
tions. Gen. Frank E. Stoner, who 
is to work with them on this 
project, has told them that wom- 
en suffer and give so much in 
any war that they should work 
now harder than ever to help the 
United Nations succeed. 


If they achieve their goal of 
5000 women to work on United 
Nations Day, they hope they will 
be able to keep these women 
working on the programs of the 
United Nations Association. 

THEY HAVE CHOSEN April 
26 as the day on which to begin 
enrolling women, since it is the 
day the San Francisco confer- 
ence was convened five years ago 
when the war was not yet over. 

They feel they will have time 
in the intervening months to get 
across in the states of the North- 
west what the United Nations has 
been able to do in these five years 
in spite of the difficulties under 
which it has labored.

NOW I AM 
whether other cities in the United 
States have tried out the program 
that some of our public schools 
in New York City have found so 
remarkably successful. The Chel- 
sea Citizen’s Committee of New 
York City writes me of the work 
that they have done in Public 
School 33, Manhattan. This is an 
all-day neighborhood school. They 
look after the children of working 
mothers, from nine to five dur- 
ing the school year and all day 
in the summer play school. 

One of the most valuable 
things done in the school, I think, 
is to teach children what de- 
mocracy means by actually living 
it. The school is run as a small 
community and the children are 
in charge of such jobs as the milk 
service, the school library, the 
distribution of supplies and the 
operation of film machines, all 
of which gives them useful ex- 
perience in other service jobs. 
Through a trained social worker 
who visits the homes, difficulties 
are explained, parents understand 
what the school is trying to do 
and the teachers understand home 
conditions from which their chil- 
dren come.

ALL THE RESOURCES of the 
community are used by the school 
to meet the needs of the chil- 
dren. The school works with as 
many community agencies as are 
available. Once a year they 
make an appeal to the public to 
help them carry the extra ex- 
pense of the all-day, all-year 
school. The summer play school, 
of course, is paid for entirely by 
the Chelsea Citizen’s Committee. 
The social worker is provided by 
this committee. Supplies not 
provided by the Board of Educa- 
tion and cots for the youngest 
children for rest after the lunch 
period are all bought by the com- 
mittee. 

This is a good: way to help pre- 
vent child delinquency, and I am 
sure cities all over the country 
will gradually follow out the same 
program.

GENTLE HEARTS: 

N these ominous days, when

to be frightened. But whenever 
I begin to believe that fate is 
too big for the individual soul 
to oppose, I remember that in- 
credible little creature which 
scientists call arqyroneta aqua- 


- tica but which, in my diction- 


ped is known as the water spi- 
er. : 

Today the water 
flourish in peace and plenty, 
but untold ages ago they were 
in danger of annihilation. That 
was in the distant era, when, 
so I have been told, the moon 
was closer to the earth than it 
is now; consequently, the rise 
of the ocean tides was much 
greater than today. 

Twice in 24 hours the mighty 
waters rose in mountainous seas 
and swept over the dry lands. 
These enormous tides brought 
death to the little spiders. Mil- 
lions of them were drowned 
every day. 
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WHEN THE TIDES began to 
flow in, they would scurry for 
shelter into the crannies of the 
rocks and up to the tops of the 
tallest trees but, as century fol- 
lowed century, the spiders were 
dying out, and it looked as if 
soon the whole race of them 
would have perished forever.
